County Clerk Rubs Alford's conten- 
tion in circuit court which was upheld 
in the supreme court against former 
County Clerk Lew A. Hendee that tho 
canvassing board's returns were not 
in accord with the votes cast was aC» 
firmed again this week by the count 
of the actual ballots. 

This was disclosed In the current 
election recount in Waukegan when 
the election commissioners went io 
work on the second Avon precinct. 
Alford's contention that the canvass- 
ing board, of which Hendee was a 
member, gave Hendee app oxlmately 
100 more votes than he actually re- 
ceived was proven. Actual counting 
of the ballots disclosed that Alford, 
and not Hendec» won the disputed 
precinct 254 to 202—not 301 to 254 In 
favor of Hendee -as the official can- 
vassing board reported. 

As the recount progresses, the bal- 
lots counted, in 22 or the county's pre- 
cincts continues to give Alford a con- 
sistent lead. 

With Antioch's precincts already, 
counted the results of the election 
commissioners give Alford 301 votes 
In Precinct on© to 287 for Hendee 
with 4 contested for the former and 2 
for the latter to be decided before 
JUdge Perry L. Persons. Antioch pre- 
cinct two totals by the commission- 
ers give Alford 194 to 338 fo; Hendee 
with 6 and 3 contested ballots respec- 
tively.

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PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 

A great deal of debate is still going on concerning 
the possibility of a new constitutional amendment to 
give Congress and the Executive powers which tb'c Su- 
preme Court, in the NRA and similar cases, has decided 
they do not now possess. 

A short time ago Walter Lippman, the well-known 
publicist, challenged in editor who has of&n written in 
favor of the amendment, to put it into words — that is, 
to prepare the text of such an amendment in the clear 
and legal form in which it must be submitted to the 
people. It was Mr. Lippman's expressed belief that no 
one could do it— and his belief was partially proved 
when the editor replied that the job was beyond him. 

The actual preparation of such an amendment would 
seem a task almost beyond human power. How could 
we further centralize and augment powers of the Fed- 
eral government— and at the same time preserve the 
rights of stares, which arc at present guaranteed by the 
Constitution? How could we give to the government 
'at Washington absolute and dictatorial powers over com- 
mercial and industrial life— which is what the sponsors 
of the amendment want— and at the s.imc time keep 
operative the existing Constitutional guarantees that 
protect the lawful activities of individual initiative and 
enterprise? How could we give into the hands of poli- 
ticians sweeping authority over our basic social and eco- 
nomic institutions— and at the same time make sure 
that such fundamental principles of democratic govern- 
ment as freedom of press, speech and action were not in- 
fringed? 

The Constitution has existed for more than 150 
years. It has nude possible our growth from a handtul 
of relatively unimportant colonies to the greatest indus- 
trial power in the modern world. It has preserved, in 
the face of a hundred onslaughts, the human rights and 
liberties for which men have fought since the dawn of

Most of the popular knitted or cro- 
cheted woolen dresses can bo satelv 
washed If the proper car© te taken In 
doing It First of all It Is necessary 
to mark out the shape and size of the 
dress on a flat surface (or measure It ) 
before washing so that It can be 
stretched back Into nhapo when 
spread on a flat surface to dry.

As Paupor Relief seoma to bo oc 
cupylng tho attention of tlite Special 
Session of the Legislature to a groat 
extent perhaps n short resume of 
Paupor Relief Legislation In this 
state might bo Interesting. 

Prior to 1874, the Illinois statutes 
contained n provision whereby court- 
tlos on a referendum might adopt 
townebip support of paupers. A few 
countlos took advantage of this legis- 
lation. In 1874, tho present law was 
enacted as a part of the statutory re- 
vision at that time. This 1874 Act 
provided that countlos should oup- 
port paupers except In cases where 
ilia township support had 1 boon adopt- 
ed under an oarllor law. Tho 1871 
legislation did not contain any pro- 
vision whereby additional counties 
might adopt township mipport but it 
did contain a provision (Section 35) 
whereby township support might bo 
abandpnod. 

Thoro was no change In the 1874 
Act so far as the duty of providing 
relief was concerned until the Finn i 
bills wero passed In 1931. TIubo 
bills provided that the townships in 
counties, undor township form of 
government or less than DOO.OOO pjpu- 
latlon. should mipport the paupers 
therein. In Cook County and com- 
mission counties,, the burden was left 
on tho county. 

It appeared impossible to Increase 
the county levy or to permit a spe- 
cial levy for county purposes. Ac- 
cordingly, tho burden was shifted to 
the townships, mainly for the purpose 
of securing additional funds. In 1933, 
the. Lantz bills were passed by tho 
Legislature. Those bills provided that 
the townships and counties under 
township form of government and 
Cook County, outside of Chicago, 
should support their poor. ' 

At the 1933 session, a bill was 
passed which became a law provid- 
ing a limit of fifty cents on the town- 
ship levy for poor relief In townships 
of less than 7,000 population. In 
1935, tho Hlckman-Lantz Bills wero 
passed which placed the burden of 
poor relief uniformly on all counties 
In the state and removed the burden 
from townships. The Finn bills in- 
troduced at this Special Session pro- 
pose to shift the burden of relief back 
to the townships and counties under 
'township organization of less than
